The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected/to make and/or use the invention. 
Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph as lacking enablement. 
The specification and claims refer to determining arteriosclerosis based on a phase 
difference between two pulse waves. A phase difference is measured in an angle, a 
certain number of degrees. Applicant has disclosed only measuring a time lag between 
points on the two pulse waves. Therefore, it is unclear how to determine a phase 
difference based on the time lag. For the purposes of art rejection, the term phase 
difference is being interpreted to include a time delay. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 2, and 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated bs 
Ogura 6524257. Ogura teaches measuring arteriosclerosis based on the inferior limb

pulse-wave propagation time which is measured between pulse waves measured at the 
arm and the ankle (see column 10, line 44- column 1 1 , line 4). The device further 
indicates arteriosclerosis when the propagation time is greater than a reference value 
and indicates that no arteriosclerosis is present if the time is less than a reference (see 
column 1 1 , lines 50-42). Claim 4 is rejected in that the propagation time is measured 
between the rising time of each pulse wave (see column 10, line 44+). Claim 5 is 
rejected in that the device performs the measurement on both limbs and therefore 
provides an indication as to whether the right or left limb has arteriosclerosis. 

Claim 3 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claim 3 defines over the art in 
that none of the art selects the left or right inferior limb pulse waves based on which one 
has the fastest phase, as claimed.
